Why build * house with * base- 


ment? 


Compact modern heating plants, 


using oil, gas or electricity, take 
up no more space than a refrigera- 
tor, eliminating the need for large 
coal-storage 
bins. 
Virtually all 


women prefer laundries on the 
ground floor where they are rid of 
stair climbing. Builders have de- 
monstrated that it is entirely prac- 
ticable to build sound and com- 
fortable houses without basements 
in the coldest regions. 


So why pay for a basement? 
Architects and builders,, even 


engineers for government agen- 
cies have explored this subject to 
give you the best answer. 
The 


shortest answers are offered by 
Rudolph A. Matern, famous archi- 
tect and authority on home plan- 
ning. He says: 


1. "Because most people, outside 


of the southern states, prefer base- 
ments, and 


2. "Because basements provide 


the cheapest space that can be 
built." 


A Trend Is Reversed 


For years, it appeared that base- 


ments were definitely on the way 
out. The Housing and Home Fi- 
nance Agency in Washington made 
a survey of all houses built in 1950 
and found that full basements were 
provided in only about 36 per cent 
of the homes. 


"Virtually all the rest had no 


basements, showing the shift to- 
ward 
crawl-space 
and 
slab-on- 


grade construction," that report 
said. 


Back in 1940 a survey by the 


FHA had shown that more than 
half of all new houses had base- 
ments. 


Arvid Peterson, veteran home 


builder and president of the Homo- 
graf Corp., in East Detroit, Mich., 
said: 


"If you asked me a year or two 


ago, I would have said that 20 
years from now there would be no 
more basements. Today the out- 
look is entirely reversed." 


A large scale home builder on 


New York's Long Island erected 
two identical sample houses. One 
had a basement, the other had 
none. The house with a basement 
was priced at almost $1,000 more 
than the basementless house. Nine 
out of 10 buyers ordered houses 
with basements, willing to pay the 
extra price. 


What People Want 


Architect Matern now predicts a 


ne wtrend—the glamorizing of the 
basement. He bases his prediction 
on one of the most exhaustive stu- 
dies that have been made on this 
subject. 


Analyzing more than 116,500 in

pective home builders since 1946 
and more than 38,000 houses built 
rrom his plans. Matern has found 
hat in very small houses (up to 
800 square feet) basements are 
preferred. In medium sized houses 
[from-900 to 1,100 square feet) 
building on a slab is acceptable. 
In larger houses (over 1,100 square 
eet in area) basements again are 
n big demand. 


Matern then made 'a specific 


test. 
He designed a three-bed- 


room house which could be built 
for the same amount of money 
with or without a basement. When 
a basement was included the house 
covered 1,066'square feet — a pop- 
ular medium size. By omitting the 
basement 220 square feet could be 
added to that house for 'the same 
cost. This permitted the addition 
of an adequate utility room to ac- 
commodate the heating plant, en- 
largement of the kitchen for laun- 
dry space and the provision of a 
multipurpose room measuring 10 
by 14 feet — all for the same cost 
as the basement. 


The result? 
Only 30 per cent of 


the families who built houses from 
:hose plans chose the larger house 
with no basement. 


Bargain Space is Offered 


No average family needs all of 


the space a basement provides— 
but it is bargain space no matter 
what building costs prevail when 
a house is built. Architect Matern 
sums it up this way: 


"You get very usable space for 


about $1 a square foot. To build 
that space above ground would cost 
many times, that amount. While 
the cost of building a house may 
range around $13 to $14 a square 
foot because of kitchen and bath- 
room equipment included, even to 
enlarge a house without the addi- 
tion of such extras would probably 
run around $7.50 a square foot in 
contrast to $1 for basement space. 


"Furthermore, 
that 
basement 


space could be made very livable, 
attractive, comfortable and health- 
ful for no more than a total of $1.50 
a square foot." 


He makes this prediction: 
"As long as there is such an ob- 


vious demand for basements, there 
is certain to be a revolution in the 
design of basements. How would 
you like to live in a living room or 
bedroom with only one or two 
small windows up at the ceiling? 
There is no good reason for plan- 
ning basements with such dismal 
window arrangements. 


Flowers and Sunshine 


"Basements should and will have 


more and bigger windows. Instead 
of having basement windows and 
areaways outside of them only 
about two feet deep and very 
slightly wider, why not enlarge the 
windows to .perhaps four 
feet 


square, with large and deep area- 
ways 
covered 
with glass and 


screening in greenhouse fashion? 


"In this way plants and flowers 


could thrive on terraces in the 
areaways, sunlight could stream 
into basements making them plea- 
sant and cheerful places for game 
rooms, a study, a dry and healthful 
indoor playground for children.

In some cases "expansion" attics 


of today's small homes are a prob- 
lem to heat—most attics being 
without heat ducts, or with only 
one built in to serve the entire 
floor. 


A new electrical radiant heating 


panel has come forward as a solu- 
tion to the problem. Only 1/16 of 
an inch thick, the panels can be 
cemented to ceilings like wall- 
paper and painted to blend in with 
the surrounding area. 


Each panel is composed of a 


sheet of conductive rubber that

Shortly after the Eisenhower inauguration Walter Lipp- 


mann wrote a column which was based on an unusual and 
provocative idea. He pointed out that the principles the new 
president laid down in the inaugural address are virtually 
npncontroversial nowadays—where once, and not long ago as 
history runs, they would have been "burning issues. 


Mr. Lippmann went on to discuss the tremendous 


changes that have taken place in American attitudes and the 
tenor of American thinking toward the world at large since 
1914. 
Then he wrote: "The great good that can come of it 


rests on the prodigious fact that for all practical political 
purposes there are no ideological divisions within this nation. 
There is conflict and diversity of economic interests; there 
are racial tensions and sectarian differences. But there is 
no alignment of large masses in an irreconcilable, struggle. 
The conflict abroad . '. . is not a conflict within \the Ameri- 
can nation. We ar.e not now afflicted as are ,so many lands 
because this external conflict is at the same time a deep and 
wide internal conflict. We face many dangers but that, the 
greatest of them all, does not confront us now. Internal di- 
vision is not the condition of America." 


Proof of Mr. Lippmann's thesis is found in the reception 


that has been given President Eisenhower's statements and 
speeches, both "before and after he took the oath of office. 
With very few exceptions, leaders of both parties, along with 
newspapers and commentators of widely varying political 
positions, have had relatively little criticism and much praise 
for what he stands for. And this is true of the lieutenants 
he has appointed. The feeling is general that this will be a 
dedicated administration, that its inevitable mistakes will be 
honest mistakes, that politics will be sublimated to the great- 
est possible degree in the handling of the major problems, 
that the general welfare will always be placed first, and that 
the overriding goal will be the attainment of national unity 
and purpose to an extent that has not been known in many 
years.

DEFENSE POST NEEDS AND HAS STRONG MAN, NOT YES - MAN 


WASHINGTON—(NEA)—If there were any fears that 


President-elect Eisenhower would try to run the Penta- 
gon through the back door of the White House, they 
ended with the appointment of Charles E. Wilson of Gen- 
eral Motors as Secretary of Defense. 


Wilson has proved himself one of the most aggres- 


sive and successful bosses in America and it's obvious 
that he's not going to take a yes-man's job at this late 
date in his career. \ 


That's good, too. 
Because if ever a job needed a 


strong man it's the defense post. The five-sided pack- 
age of woe on the edge of town which 'he soon takes over 
is a real dilly. Only the presidency itself is a bigger 
headache. 


A survey reveals that even the .present Pentagon of- 


ficials can't agree on what Wilson's most pressing and 
immediate tasks will be, they are so numerous. Several 
say the big job is achieving more working harmony 
among the big brass of the three services. 
They can 


trace such other problems as inefficiency, waste, and 
poor planning back to the service friction. 


Fortunately for Wilson, Ike can give him a great 


deal of help with this problem. Ike will have a chance 
to reshuffle the top commands of the services when he 
takes office. He has an intimate knowledge of the capa- 
bilities and personalities of almost all of the admirals 
and generals. And with his genius for picking harmoni- 
ous teams, he should provide Wilson with stronger sup- 
port in this way than any previous defense secretary has 
enjoyed. 


PURCHASING PROGRAM NEEDS IfELP 


High on everyone's list of pressing job's for Wilson 


is the improvement of the Pentagon's purchasing and 
production program. 
That's probably one of the big 


reasons why Ike selected him for the job. 


Theoretically the Munitions Board was created to do 


the overall job of providing the services with'arms and 
dealing with industry. Whether the structure was bade 
or whether the men on the board have failed, or both, 
it hasn't satisfactorily fulfilled its purpose. 


The board's weakness was part of the reason why 


President Truman had. to create the big mobilization job 
when the Korean crisis came along, and install GE's 
Charles E. Wilson in it. The act which created the uni- 
fied defense agency was supposed to have anticipated 
any kind of a national crisis, including war. 


Wilson will have a chance to call upon his own con- 


siderable production know-how to correct this weakness 
in the Pentagon. And he will undoubtedly take steps to 
do it, both by improving the machinery of the Munitions 
Board and putting some new talent on it. 


Also, President Eisenhower now has on his desk the 


recommenda lions for improving the defense structure 
which were prepared by the able outgoing secretary, 
Robert A. Lovett. 
Lovett admits that his suggestions 


deal at some length with improving defense production 
and purchasing leadership. 


MUST PULL SERVICES TOGETHER 


One Pentagon official says that if Wilson could just 


coordinate the fearfully expense research and develop- 
ment programs of the services he could go down in his- 
tory as a great Secretary of Defense. This would include 
building a fire under the guided missile effort, too. 


Tremendous things hav« been promised about what 


the guided missile will do for American defenses. Three 
to four times as much money has already been spent on 
missile development than was spent on producing the 
atomic bomb. 
Yet the, military boys are believed to 


have been able to put only one World War H-type missile 
Into action. 


Secrecy restrictions on the research projects and 


the guided missile program have kept the troubles with 
them from being brought before the public. Even the 
congressional committees probing the services have re- 
frained from exposing some of the wastes and errors 
found in this area for that reason. 


A fixation of the top Army and Navy brass that the 


defensse budget should be cut into three equal parts for 
the services is another headache for Wilson. In the cur- 
rent budget the cut is roughly 40 per cent for the Air 
Force and 30 per cent for the other two. The admirals 
and Army generals resent this and are continually fight- 
ing for the three-way even split.

Parkinson's disease is a slov 


process and tends to last for a grea 
many years. There is no pain and 
the mental condition is usually 
normal, except perhaps after the 
disease 
has existed 
for many 


years, when there may be some 
slowing of the mental process 
There may be periods of improve- 
ment of the palsy. 


The most common form is that 


which develops in older people- 
men more often than women—as 
a result of some obscure process 
which may be connected with 
hardening of the arteries or some- 
thing else which is not clear. 


Severe anxiety or mental or 


physical shock sometimes seems to 
bring on the symptoms. It begins 
gradually, usually in one hand and 
at first the shaking may not be 
present all of the time. Together 
with the tremors there is some loss 
of muscular strength and stiffness 


Muscular movements tend to be 


performed more slowly and with 
greater difficult.

Home Week was the gorgeous display of amaryllis. These were flow- 
ers averaging a good seven inches in diameter. The display went on . 
to show visitors how the Horticulture Department had achieved thii 
fine array of bloom. 


1. They had purchased large,, plump bulbs of at 


least 2i/2" diameter. 


2. Plant in a pot several inches larger In diam- 


eter than the bulb Itself; this is done usually in 
November, December or January—using a good 
potting soil. 


3. Provide good drainage in each pot by mean* 


of a 1-inch layer of cdarse gravel In bottom, or sev-i 
*ral pieces of broken pottery arched over the drain 
hole. 


3. Spread roots well, and center bulb in pot,

firm soil around roots and leave all live roots on 


bulb. It is "essential" that the upper % to % of each bulb remain 
above the surface. The final soil level i» about % inch below the rim 
of the pot. 


5. Soil is kept on the dry side until growth appears. Keep at 65-70 


degrees, out of the sun. When growth commences, move to sun and 
water more freely. In about eight weeks, you should be getting bloom.

low and wither of Its own accord. 
In this way, bulbs have a chance 
to replenish their food reserves for 
another season of bloom. 


Once frost danger is over in the 


spring, it is often convenient to 
sink the pots Into the soil of a 
flower bed. Here they can receive 
sufficient water and sunlight all 
summer long. Light applications 
of soluble fertilizer should be made 
every four to six weeks. 


At sign* of dormancy, gradually 


withhold water. When foliage has 
died down, 'and before freezing 
weather, take the pots to a." cool, 
dry. basement. Place them on 
their sides, and let rest about three 
month*-" Don't water during this 
time. 


In winter or early spring when 


buds begin to show, the pots may 
be brought up' to a warm window 
and water. Amaryllis require re- 
potting only once in three to five 
years. You may wish to remove 
or replace top soil and leaf mold 
or soil-manure mixture. But al- 
ways be careful not to disturb the 
root systems excessively.

WASHINGTON — <£> — NATO, 


EDC, Schuman Plan. What do they 
mean? 


On March 17, 1948, five Euro' 


pean countries — Britain, France^ 
Belgium, The Netherlands, Luxem- 
bourg — signed a pact, called the 
Brussels Treaty, to last 50 years. 
They promised to help one another 
in case of attack of any of them. 


But here and abroad it was felt 


something strong was needed to 
discourage the Russians from any 
warlike intentions. 


Three months later, June 11, 


1948, 
the U. S. Senate approved a 


resolution which told the Presi- 
dent to make alliances with other 
countries. 
The result was the 


creation 
of the North Atlantic 


Treaty Organization. 


NATO now has 14 members: 


United States, Canada, Iceland, 
Norway, 
D e n m a r k , 
Britain, 


France, Belgium, The Netherlands, 
Luxembourg, P o r t u g a l , Italy, 
Greece, Turkey. The NATO agree- 
ment was signed April 4,1949. • 


NATO members are pledged to 


help one another in case of at- 
tack of any of them. 
The five 


Brussels Treaty nations became 
|>art of NATO. 
• But, broad as NATO was, there 
Was a big gap in it. It did not 
Include Western Germany, a coun- 
Iry whose military s'till and man- 
power would be a powerful aid 
Rgainst any Russian march west- 
ward. 
• The French, .overrun by Ger- 
many three times In a century, 
and worried at the thought of a 
hew German ^army, proposed EDC 
{European Defense Community) 
a single army for France, Bel- 
gium, The Netherlands, Luxem- 
bourg, Italy and West Germany. 
This army would wear one uni- 
form. Through such a single army 
made up of men from all six coun- 


tries, the Germans could contrib- 
ute to European defense and still 
not have a'national army of their 
own. 


The French proposal was made 


in September, 1950. Progress was 
slow. Finally on May 27, 1952, the 
six EDC countries signed their 
agreement. 
But the single EDC 


army couldn't come into being un- 
til the six parliaments of all six 
countries approved. So far none 
has. Why? 


Balking in France and Germany 


too. The reason: Politics and an- 
cient misgiving about one an- 
other. 


Britain, which was able to keep 


its armed forces independent when 
it joined the Brussels Treaty group 
and NATO, stayed out of EDC 
where it would have to merge 
them with other nations 
Britain 


argues it can't put all its eggs in 
the European basket, that it has 
world-wide obligations. 


Secretary of State Dulles, on his 


recent trip, prodded the six EDC 
countries to stop stalling. 


these six EDC countries which 


can't agree on merging their mili- 
tary forces have been able to do 
some very important merging on 
the economic side. 


On May 9. 1950. French Foreign 


Minister 
Robert Schuman 
pro- 


posed that France, West Germany, 
Italy, Belgium, The Netherlands 
and Luxembourg pool their coal 
and steel resources. 


The six signed the agreement 


April 18, 1951, and it was approved 
by their pariaments in June, 1952. 


The plan creates a common mar- 


ket for their coal and steel, knocks 
out tariffs between them on coal 
and steel, provides ,for a common 
tax. 


It began to work Tuesday morn- 


ing when 40 tons of coke moved 
across the German frontier into 
France, duty free. 


Auto Industry Warmly Greets 
Decontrols on Steel Output 


* WASHINGTON (ff>— The market 
in steel, copper and aluminum was 
closer today to being free than it 
has been in more than two years. 


The decontrol-pledged Eisenhow- 


er administration weakened allo- 
cation controls Friday and prom- 
ised to do away with them, except 
for a minimum to protect defense 
requirements, by June 30. 


• Price controls remain on the al- 
location-free metals, but all price 
controls are on the way out by 
not later than April 30. 


The new order was 
warmly 


greeted by spokesmen for the auto- 
mobile industry—now relieved of a 
l^i million limit per quarter on 
passenger car manufacture—and 
others. 


But a big question was whether 


more steel could be found by manu- 
facturers now free to go out and 
buy it. 


One informed prediction was that 


not too much difference would be 
noted immediately, but that the 
buyers would find more of the 
metal on the free market during 
the second quarter of this year. A 
scramble 
was expected 
among 


civilian users to get orders on the 
mills' books for future deliveries. 


Government spokesmen said Fri- 


day's order opened up the market 
in the three industrials metals this 
way: 


The issuance of Controlled Ma- 


terials Plan "tickets" will cease. 
Formerly these authorizations had 
to be obtained from the govern- 
ment by users of the metals. Some 
got them as much as six months 
in advance. 


And production ceilings, like the 


one on automobiles, are out. 


The only limitation now will be 


that the government still will see 
that actual military and atomic 
energy production gets first call. 
It will continue to do that, under 
what spokesmen termed a simpli- 
fied system, even after June 30.

kets were deluged with eager cus- 
tomers and at least one store lim- 
ited the amount a customer could 
purchase. 


Then a Marion 
beef 
booster, 


Merle Wise, began his sale of cut- 
rate Ohio meat Thursday at 39 to 
59 cents a pound. Meat shops in 
other cities followed suit. 


A Cleveland store sold all steaks 


at 39 cents a pound—offered stew- 
ing beef at nine cents a pound 
while 
hamburger went 
for 
19 


cents. 


The quality of the foreign meat 


came under lire by the Cleveland 
Retail Meat Dealers 
association. 


It said the New Zealand meat was 
an inferior grade. 


But James Long, manager ot an 


Oberlin market, said customers in 
the college city of 5,066 liked Uie 
imported meat. 


Long's market finished selling its
